Troops of the anti-Bolshevist 
leader Kolchak, according to latest 
reports, have been striking west in 
the general direction of Moscow, and 
now hold a general line through 
Glatsov, Sarapul and Kinel, 
miles from Samara, to Orenbure, on 
the Ural River, while due north of 
Moscow, the Allied Archangel front 
runs south to Vologda and then west 
to the Gulf of Onega, where it con- 
nects substantially with the Alur- 
mansk coast sector. 

“The ring here is taken up in 
effect by the Finnish revolutionaries 
who hold the line down to the Gulf 
of Finland. The Cezcho-Silovak 
armies are actively engaged on 4 
front which stretches from the Gulf 
of Margrayv to Pskov, thence to the 
Bay of Nava. 

Attention of the Bolshevik leaders 
is held to the east by the energetic 
Polish forces, and strangely enough, 
by German Republican forces and 
to the south by the Rumanian and 
French. 

The situation of the Hungarian 
soviet is even more critical from a 
strictly military standpoint. The 
Czechs are pushing eastward toward 
Budapest and have already put 
themselves on a line from Vacz to 
Eperjes to Karpfen, while the 
Rumanian forces are headed west 
toward the same general objective. 


HELSINGFORS, Wednes@ay, 
Apri! 30.—-Petrograd is being 
vated by the Bolshevikl, reports 
from reliable sources say. Many of 
the inhabitants are being sent away, 
and the Bolshevik government is 
taking rigorous measures to prevent 
the mews of the happenings at 
Olonetz from reaching the people., 

Olonetz, 110 miles northeast of 
Petrograd, has been in the hands 
of Finnish troops and Karelian non- 
Bolshevik forces since Sunday. This 
weakened the Bolshevik position in 
the region east and north of Petro- 
grad and probably compelled the 
Bolshevik withdrawal along the 
Murmansk railway to west of 
Petrozavodsk, sixty-five miles north- 
east of Olonetz. The Bolsheviki 
were last reported at Povienetz, at 
the head of Lake Onega and about 
seventy-five miles north of Petro- 
zavodsk. The province of Olonetz 
is inhabited mostly by Karelkans, 
who are opposed to the Bolsheviki 
and who apparently have joined 
hands with the Finns against the 
Russian reds. 


ARCHANGEL, Tuesday, April 293. 
The Bolshevik flotilla, a prisoner re- 
ports, is about half way between 
Kotlas and the Allied poistiors south 
of Bereznik. Preparations are un- 
der way te rush an Allied flotilla 
southward as soon as the ice clears. 


COPENHAGEN, May 1.—The 
Russian soviet government is mak- 
ing efforts to secure troops to carry 
out an offensive against the forces 
of Admiral Kolchak in eastern and 
southeastern Russia, says a Libau 


dispatch. 

Trotzky, Bolshevik Minister of 
War and Marine, has pealed for 
swift action, saying: “It is neces- 


sary to defeat olchak within the 
shortest possible time.” 


LONDON, May 1.— Along the 
Murmansk railway the Bolshevik 
troops under Allied pressure have 
withdrawn to new positions thirty 
miles west of Petrozavodsk on the 
western bank of Lake Onega. 

A Russian wireless message re- 
porting the withdrawa) says that 
the Bolsheviki have carried out an 
advance on the front south of Arch- 
angel and that on the eagtern front 
the Siberians have been driven bark 
twenty miles in the region east of 
Orenburs. 

Another Russian wireless official 
dispatch says that along the Sal- 
mysch River northwest of Orenburg 
the Reds “obtained a complete vic- 
tory over Admiral Kolchak’s Fourth 
Army Corps,” wiping out eight regi- 
ments and capturing more than 
1500 prisoners. The general in com- 
mand of the Siberian Fifth Division 

The Bolshevik state- 
ment adds: 


“The banks of the Salmysch are 
covered with bodies. More than 690 
have been counted. Many of the 
enemy were hurled into the river by 
bavonet thrusts.’ 

Concerning the Archangel front 
situation, the Russian statement 
claims the Reds have advanced on 
the left bank of the Dwina to the 
mouth of the Shuvera, east of the 
Vaga. A further advance has been 
hindered bv floods. 

In the Orenburg region the Bol- 
sheviki. claim to have crossed the 
Hema and to have advanced to a 
line thirty-five miles northeast of 
Rusuluk and to have advanced in 
the region of Buguruslan. 

The Bolsheviki were forced to re- 
tire six to ten miles north of the 
Elabuga-Usrapolsk railway.

Japan voluntarily engages 
to hand back Shantung province in 
full sovereignty to China, retaining 
only the economic privileges granted 
Germany and the right to establish 
a settlement at Tsing Tao, south of 
Kiao-Chow. 

The American delegation regards 
this agreement as the best sojution 
of the problem to be obtained with- 
out risking a break similar to the 
Italian break: Confidence is felt 
that the League of Nations will be 
sufficiently strong to safeguard 
Chinese interests and insure the re- 
turn to all China's rights in the 
Shantung province. 

President Wilson and Premiers 
Lieyd George ‘and Clemenceau are 
all eager for the withdrawal of Al- 
lied troops from enemy colonies and 
are confident that the League of Na- 
tions can speedily solve pending dis- 
putes when military pressure is 
eliminated. 

Varied opinions prevail in con- 
ference circles as to the effect the 
compromise arranged in the Kiao- 
Chow controversy will have in Far 
Eastern affairs. Japanese dele- 
gates are pleased over the transfer 
of German property to them and 
say the agreement virtually carries 
into effect the provisions of the 
treaty *. May 25. 
191 

The Chinese withhold a state- 
ment pending issuance of the actual 
wording of the agreement in the 
peace treaty. 

The owners of the ral ay out of 
Kiao-Chow will use lice only to 
protect traffic. This force will be 
composed of Chinese, with Japanese 
instructors to be appointed by the 
Chinese government. Japanese mili- 
tary forces are to be wkhdrawa as 
soon as possible. 


PEKING, Wednesday. April 30.—

The young officer was a member 
of Company K, One Hundred and 
Sixth Infantry of New York, and 
went to France with the TWwenty- 
seventh Division. When the Twenty- 
seventh returned to this country in 
March, Mrs. Webster went to New 
York to learn what she could of 
her son. 

She has interviewed his captain, 
Harry F. Sullivan, who was captured 
by the Germans when the One 
Hundred and Sixth was in the dash 
that broke the Hindenburg tine, 
September 27. This was at Renssey, 
France, between St. Quentin and 
Sullivan says he saw 
Lleut. Webster shortly before he was 
taken and that Webster had a bullet 
wound in his face. He told him 


Afterward Lieut. Webster and a 
group of men retired to a trench 
and then Lieut. Webster was seen 
to jump to the parapet of the trench 
and fire at the Boches. He was 
hit and fell and was believed to be 
dying. Capt. Sullivan — the 
Germans to return Webster, 
which they did, and the German 
doctor said the young American 
could live but half an hour. He 
lived, however, for four days in the 
German camp, according to 
Sullivan. As Sullivan did not see 
Webster die. Mrs. Webster believes 
the boy may be alive. Mrs. Grover C.
